To 
simplify thin, there is on enormous amount of content in the first half of this book that 
ai couia huvo ooi.te only from CIA and b) is the kind of information they do not usually 
make available to anyone. 

There ia in ay belief no reasonable doubt tiiat the man just forced out of CIA, 
Anderton, has a heavy involvcaaont in KGB. I can pinpoint him from nora» content, ho was 
not forced out because publicity ended his usefulness. Publicity is irrelevant to hie 
ability to head hfts division at headquarters and th » re is no probability of a nan of his 
age being reduced from that relatively high post to spooking in tike field.

Barron's views, especially political views, are indisti n gui sha ble from those of Bunt 
and Anglaton. As distinguished fron fact, they are heavy in this book. While I would be the 
last to allege a writer ou$it not disclose his beliefs to the reader - and in fact beli^eve 
the writer owes it to the reader - 1ft this case they have a different context because they 
are separate from fact and because they are pro-CXA pro p aganda, whether or not to Barron 
they are genuine, as I believe then to be. 

In any of the many foms official inquiry can take, all this could be relevant, 
particularly because of the little-known CIA involvement in publishing and I believe jjflB r 

publiahing. • 

The publishing history of KGS ErJsea it a natural for reprint, so defenses are not 
unavailable. And I'm not suggesting that Bantam did this as a favor or service to the CIA. 

However, if could be embarrassing, very bad public relations, especially with the 
young.
